AFtfX. YOU GO AWAY 
' (From The Varslly) 

In a f«w months the usual crop 
of univertity graduates, along with 
a number of other students, will be 
leaving university for the last time. 
The artificialities of coUege life wl}l 
be exchanged for the cold realities 
of living, and it will not be tem- 
porary "summer" Jobs, but fairly 
permanent "career" Jobs that these 
studenta will be seeking. The pro> 
blems involved in getting such posi- 
tions are not likely to be overlook- 
ed, but there is a corresponding pro- 
blem which receives much less con- 
sideration by the average student— 
the question of his r.elation, as Mr. 
.and Mrs. Canadian Citizen, to the 
university he leaves ^behind , him. 

What sort of alumniS will you be, 
ten or twenty years from now? Just 
now, as you prepare to leave col- 
lege, you feel, to a greater or lesser 
extent, appreciative of what it has 
done for you. As you line up to get 
your diploma in June, perhaps, if 
not before, it will come to you. You 
will realize that these past four 
years have been a unique part of 
• your life; something apart; some 
thing which can never be dupllcat 
ed; something fine and inspiring as 
well as enjoyable. You will realize 
suddenly, regretfully, that this per- 
iod—with its quiet atmosphere set 
amongst the storied beauty o' 
campus architecture, with the true' 
ness and understanding of its col 
lege friendships— Is closing up bC' 
hind you. Perhaps you will regard 
it as a separate piece of your life, 
■nd make a mental resolve to keep 
its memory alive within you, to con- 
tinue to enjoy Its happiness in re 
trospect. Will you, after you go 
away, remember what you gained 
from your alma mater, and attempt 
to do something for it in return? Or 
will you, along with sixty or 
seventy-five per cent, of your fel- 
low graduates, settle back and for- 
get what you gained at college? 

The things;* graduate can do for 
his alma mater are almost limitless, 
but they need not be burdensome 
to be effective. Apart from finan- 
cial donations, which arc limited to 
the few who can afford to make 
them, there is much a graduate can 
do to help hii university. College 
men, as a class, take up more posi- 
tions of leadership in the communi 
ty than any other group. If, as 
leaders in their various walks of 
life, they keep in touch with what 
is going on at the university; if 
they maintain an interest in it, and 
in its problems and destinies, that 
interest and sympathy is bound to 
exert an influence upon the public 
with which they come into con 
stant contact Spread over a period 
of years, and over an ever-increas- 
ing number of graduates, this in 
fluence of "good Alumni" can pro 
duce a marked sympathy In the 
public mind toward the university, 
and in the end will bring far great- 
er rewards to the university than a 
few financial donations. This Is the 
least a graduate of the university 
can be expected to do, yet few 
enough of them do even this much 
and many, upon graduation, actual 
ly have a tendency to "run down" 
universities and university students. 

Of course, the things a graduate 
can do for his coUege do not stop 
with merely maintaining an appre 
elation and Intereit in it. Through 
his position of leadership he can 
bring back to the university, by 
contact with it, something of the 
practical side of life, so that the 
liniyerslly may, through his con 
Uct and that of similar interested 
key n>en, keep fS^ouch .vrfth what 
is.going on in the worldland adapt 
liself to meet the world's' demands'. 
His appreciation of higher educa-

Student's Platforms 
To Be Given Thursday 

Candidates will be given an 
opportunity to prcsenl ■. their 
platforms at an Elections Meet- 
ing to be held Thursday after- 
noon in Moyse Hall. 

Tills is the first year that a meet- 
ing of this nature has been called 
by the Students' Executive Council, 
although last year one was called 
by student petition which applied 
only to candidates for the position 
of President of the Students' So- 
ciety. 

This decision was arrived at by 
the Students' Council at their most 
recent meeting,, and was intended 
to serve as a more tangible 
method for candidates to present 
their platforms and to be questioned 
by the students who will vote in 
the coming elections. 

Elections on March 11 

The elections for. major campus 
position will be held on March 11. 
Posts to be decided at that time 
are: President of the Students' So- 
ciety, President, Vice President, and 
Secretary of the McGUl Union, Pre- 
sident and vlcq-presldent of the 
Women's Union, secretary of the 
Women's Union, president of the 
M.W.S.A.A., and representative to 
the Athletics board. 

In addition to the Elections meet- 
ing. Candidates for these posts will 
be given the opportunity to present 
their platforms In the McGUl Daily 
before the time of the elections. 
Candidates must hand in their plat 
forms to the Elections Editor, care 
of the Tuck Shop in the Union, by 
tomorrow at five o'clock. All plat 
forms will be presented at least 
once, but it is customary to present 
the platforms of the candidates for 
President of the Students* Society 
twice, the last time on the day of 
elections.

Toronto Students Stage 
Partde Through City 

On Friday afternoon students 
from the Engineering Faculty of 
the University of Toronto stag- 
ed a snake -parade through 
downtown Toronto temporarily 
blockading traffic during the 
rush-hour. 

This disturbance was held ai 
a demonstration of their deter- 
mination to vote affirmatively 
to the plebiscite In which the 
Dominion Government will ask 
a release from its pledge not to 
institute conscription. 

The students also bore pla- 
cards urging greater support of 
the Victory Loan Campaign. 

They paraded downtown to a 
theatre and stopped the show, 
then marched past the City Hall, 
through a crowded department 
store, and through busy down- 
town streets. The parade dis- 
persed after reaching a hotel 
near Union Station.

Final arrangements arc being 
completed for the McGIII Harvard 
debate, which is scheduled for Fri' 
day evening at 8.30 p.m. and an- 
nouncement will be made shortly 
regarding the side which each 
team will support. Harvard has al- 
ready expressed ils preference for 
the negative. 

The subject under débate is the 
efficacy of the Atlantic Charter. The 
exact wording Is as follows: "Re 
solved that the Atlantic Charter Is 
sufficient basis for the future." 

This debate has been arranged by 
the Cultural Group of the War 
Council, in conjunction with the 
Debating Unions. It has been felt 
by the executive that the subject 
is extremely timely and fitting, in 
asmuch as it concerns both coun- 
tries which arc represented by these 
teams and because it is felt to be 
of wide interest "A special effort 
will be put forth to make it really 
International— to play up both the 
Canadian and the American side,' 
stated a member of the committee 
in éharge. 

This win be the first international 
debate In two years— the last meet 
having been held here, with Florida 
as opponent.

Pierce Talks 
To Pre-Meds 



Rontgen Rays' 
Use Is Shown 



On Thursday afternoon at 5 
o'clock Dr. Carlton Pierce addressed 
the Pre-Mcdlcal Society in Room 45 
of the Arts Building. The subject 
of his talk was tlfe development 
of Radiology. Dr. Pierce is a grad 
uate of Ann Arbour, Michigan and 
has been connected with the Medl< 
cal Faculty for the past four years. 
He is the head of the Department of 
Radiology at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital and consultant to the 
Neurological Institute. 

Dr. Pierce began his talk with a 
short history of Radiology com- 
mencing with the discovery by 
Rontgen of the Cathode tube In 
1895. With Lantern Slides he iUus 
trated the uUlity of the X-Ray in 
Medicine and also in Industry. The 
progress of Radiology was demon- 
strated by a slide of an X-Bay made 
by Dr. Thurston, Holland, of liord 
Lister's hand in 1806. Many pioneers 
in this field incurred serious injur 
les to their hands as a result of 
careless handling of the apparatus. 

The use of the X-Ray In the 
diagnosis of tuberculosis tumors, 
diseases of the bone, cancer, ab 
sccsscs etc., was shown. He display- 
ed how lead poisoning, other dis 
turbances of growth and vitamin 
deficiency were detected by this 
machine. 

Dr. Pierce then showed the Indus

It was announced ia. Oltawf 
that commanding officers of 
Canndinn Officers' Training 
Corps units and compulsory 
military training classes at uni- 
versities will be given "wide dis- 
cretionary powers" to decide 
whether a student is to be grant- 
ed an exemption from military 
training camp this summer. 

These exemptions are for stu- 
dents who obtain positions "in 
essential occupations and war 
industry that would be of • im- 
portance to and that would fur- 
ther the war effort in the na- 
tional interest." 

The exemptions extend also to 
those students "in Engineering or 
Applied Science, Medical and Den- 
tal Students and Students in the 
Pure Sciences, who durlng'^^^ 
summer months secure or have se- 
cured employment In. or are en- 
gaged in, courses of professional 
training or study with a view to 
earlier graduation, or the advance- 
ment of their professional status in 
their particular course of study," 

The Conunanding Officers of the 
University military units will grant 
the exemptions from summer camp 
training - only when satisfactory 
proof in writing Is produced that 
the student has obtained employ- 
ment of the type described. 

Certificates from Employer - 
Necessary 

At the end of the summer em* 
ployment, and before the 30th ol 
September of this year, each stu- 
dent granted leave must produce to 
his Commanding Officer a certifi- 
cate from his employer showing the 
nature of the work done by the stu- 
dent and the length of the actual 
employment Failure to produce 
such a certiflcata will mean the 
cancellation of the student's exemp- 
tion. 

The military orders made public 
further stated that "in the event 
that employment secured, or course 
of study, does not coincide with or 
interfere with the period of camp 
training, the student will' not be 
given leave." \ 

"If the period of employment for 
which the student is engaged Is lets 
than 12 weeks, no leave from camp 
will be granted, ,but this limitation 
of 12 weeks will not apply to the stu- 
dent taking a special course of in- 
struction." 

In an explanation of the new re- 
gulations, given by Mr. Matthews, 
Secretary of the. University Senate, 
it was stated that notice should be 
taken of the fact "that the type of 
employment required is not confin- 
ed to work of any particular nature. 
Students in Arts or Commerce, or 
Law, who obtain positions in essen- 
tial war work .will therefore' be 
eligible, to apply , .for exemption 
equaUy with students in Science or 
Engineering." 

Special Memoraadom 

Mr. Matthew s' memorandum 
further pointed out that "The Na*. 
tional ' War Services Regulttioni 
which require studenta to take 
military training apply only to men 
in the 20-to-24-year-oId classes, and 
the Canadian Government does not 
requbre men outside these agei 
either to take mlUtary training at 
the .University or to go to camp.

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Petition Rejected 

Tlie petition instituted and given to us 
by Mr. Randolph, has been considered and 
rejected by the Managing Board, which 
net last night to discuss the Letter Forum 
controversy. 

The Managing Board feels that the 
matter has already been thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and cannot sec that the petition 
brings up any new points that would 
change the policy instituted by i\a Daily 
earlier this term. The policy announced at 
that time, and now in force, is: 

"It would appear that further ex- 
planation might be in order regarding 
the Daiiy'i policy with respect to the 
Letter Forum column. 

"It has come about as a result of con- 
sideration given to the experiences of 
candidates of previous elections who 
were unsuccessftil at the polls mainly 
because they did not resort to the prac- 
tice of some of the victorious ones of 
abusing the letter column of the Daily 
^ in the manner of submitting letters con- 
staining irrelevant ballyhoo simply as a 
means of making their name better 
known and discussed. 
"Anonymity of all Utters will bo 
l|< maintained Until February 2â when 
f|\nominations close, unless the author 
^'states that he will not accept candidacy 
in the forthcoming elections. After that 
date, the ruling will apply only to the 
candidates. themselves who will have full 
and j^Mi^w w t OT Îty to express their 
opinions andt^^rafiés over their own 
name in their*ejecUon platforms. Space 
on the front page for platforms is pro- 
vided annually by the Daily. Organisa- 
tions, of course, are unaffected by this 
policy. 

"It should not be necessary to point 
out that in individual cases where this 
ruling interferes with fairness,' it will be 

waived." 

The Managing Board has therefore 
.waived the period of three days allowed 
x^^^;for consideration of the petition, and has

^f; J' Students' Society, in order that he may

In 
fact, there is one advertising concern that 
ojrcularited its customers that they were 
in a position to offer for any type of en 
terprise copy centering around patriotic 
themes of which tba above is but one small 
example. 

As a letter to the Editor pointed out on 
page the other day the men who died 
earl Harbor died fighting for their 
They are men whose memories 
ed to the people of every domoc- 
whose dyin gjwllitho t- have (j)een 



in vain. Nothing can cheapen their mem- 
ory; but neither should anything be done 
that might in any way attempt to cheapen 
their memory. 

That there was no such thought in the 
minds of those who put up these posters 
nor in the minds of those in the business 
world who use patriotic themes to sell tlieir 
products is taken for granted. But that 
they do use such methods Is as stated be- 
fore indicative of an unhealthy state of 
mind for it is the statement of a mind cyn- 
placent and assured, a mind that has no 
fears and doubts ns to the outcome of the 
present struggle; a mind that surveys the 
field and says "I don't know how we can 
possibly lose" and settles down to the regu- 
lar routine. 

Such a mind has taken no lesson from 
the events of the past two years; it does 
not sec the handwriting on the wall telling 
it to awake before it is too late. But it 
fails to heed and goes about its business 
feeling that it cnn't happen here; that 
nothing will disturb his life. 

Such a mind does not realize that it can 
happen here; that the sacrifice and èf forts 
of thousands and millions of people will 
avail for naught unless it is the effort of 
cvcrj'one. An effort that entails equal sac- 
rifices from evcrj'one. Such a mind does 
not realize that more important than the 
regular routine of the lives of any indivi- 
dual is the survival of all so that such a 
regular routine may be restored in the near 
future for all. 

Those who arc sacrificing everything in 
this struggle so that there may be some 
peace and sanity after the war cannot help 
but ask themselves when they see such ad- 
vertising wherever it may be whether their 
struggle is appreciated; whether their sac- 
rifice is being undertaken by all or wheth- 
er there arc some who even in these days 
of blood, sweat, toil and tears are trying 
to acquire personal gain at the expense of 
others and ultimately at their own expense.

"REMEMBER THE DAY." 
AT THE PALACE 
Saeing REMEMBER THE DAY now playing 
at the Palace theatre makes one isy to himself 
th^t he will remember the day that he saw it 
for this is a picture that will stand out in one's 
mind as a- piece of acting, direeting, and story- 
telling that will not soon be equalled. 

There is really no beginning and no end to 
the plot for the picture has no plot in the^ sense 
that other pictures have them. Rather Is it the 
unfolding of an episode in the lives of saveral 
people, one to become sa presidential nominee, 
one to die In the last war, one to marry the 
presidential nominee and the last to go on 
teaching In school living on her memories. 

Claudette Colbert is the young school teach 
er who catches the hearts of her pupil (Donald 
Croft) and her fellow staff member (John 
Payne). A romance develops and is nipped in 
the bud by the threat of malicious gossip, by 
the war, and by the increasing age of the 
youngster. Time speeds by and the skeins of 
the lives of these people are again woven tO' 
gether as the youngster, now candidate for the 
presidency, Is about to make the most Import- 
ant speech of hit career. 

That is all there Is to the story. But it is 
told with such feeling, such simplicity that the 
audience is fairly captivated and swept off its 
feet with admiration and memories. Acting 
laurels are evenly divided among all who have 
a part, but Miss Colbert perhaps shines • Utile 
brighter as a result of her work in the role of 
the school teacher than she ever has before 
Donald Croft is a youngster who acted his way 
into the hearts of all' who see the picture- 
Also on the same bill is the litest March of 
Time, a community singing feature (these are 
.becoming increasingly popular and the re 
Bpbnse'to them Is improving weekly), and a 
couple' of other shorts.

AT THE PRINCESS 

Among movie-goers there will be many who 
will be curious to know how Shirley Temple 
has been affected by her somewhat prolonged 
absence from the screen. "Kathleen" provides 
an adequate answer.

Lsralna Day never 
looked lovelier and turns in a convincing per' 
formance, even with the strain of living up' to 
a Ph.D. 

The added attraction is another in the Dr.

The cast cha;ige which will 
strike devotees of this series most strongly is

Dear Sir, 

I have been seriously . thinking 
about the discussion we. had last 
night concerning your theory that 
students learn best under the most 
disagreeable conditions possible, 
and that, consequently, courses 
should be made cumbersome and 
difficult In order that you may 
put this theory of yours into prac- 
tise, I took the trouble of comput- 
ing a list of pointers which are 
guaranteed to. render your course In 
Foolology 77 unpopular and even 
obnoxious. . Here they ' are: take 
them for- what they are worth: 

L Never have a definite text 
book for the course. Refer to out 
side reading constantly and abund- 
antly. A student who has to go to 
the library for his material as a 
rule prefers not to get it at all. Take 
care again not to mimeograph your 
reading lista but to dictate the 
names of books and authors, thus 
throwing your students way off 
their cottfse in locating the books 
as authors' names are the damndest 
things to spell, 

IL Be at your desk at the hour 
sharp and stort lecturing right off 
the bat, appointing someone to take 
down the names of all latecomers, 
Avoid all jokes or approximations 
thereof and similar pleasantries. 
When the gong goes for the end of 
the hour, keep plowing through 
your lecture, at full speed, as if you 
hadn't heard it. Therç are very 
few who can or will take notes at 
that time. Especially If your course 
is just before lunch hour,, this prac- 
tise Is bound to become particular 
ly disagreeable.- 

IIL Essays are the thing. Assign 
them often and assign tjiem volum 
inous. A good stiff essay never hurt 
anybody. Why, some of the out 
standing figures in our literature 
were : essayists. Make the subject 
matter of said essays premeditoted- 
ly meticulous and pedantic, rcquir 
Ing extensive reading and prepara- 
tion, 

IV. Be a veritable miser with your 
marks. There's nothing so discour' 
aging to a student as getting low 
marks for good work. A flrst should, 
go to nothing short of a contribU' 
lion to human knowledge. If coni' 
plaints are registered, put forth the 
invincible argument that nothing 
perfect has ever been done. Conse- 
quently students should not expect 
the reward of perfection for theii: 
meagre smattorings. 

V. Make your course appear dif' 
ficult, even if It isn't. Repeat ad 
infinitum that the, stuff you dish out 
is exbremely difficult. The mere 
repetition, if insisted upon, will 
set the student in a frame of mind 
whereby, when confronte^ with the 
difficult material, he will not have 
the power to look at It, much less 
attempt to tackle it. Thusly your 
student is licked before he even 
start*. Besides, reputedly difficult 
courses are reputedly importent 
ones. 

VI. Fire unexpected questions at 
your class. That constitutes a time- 
honoured method of vexing the 
largest number with the least ex- 
penditure of effort. When, by some 
unhappy coincidence, your question 
Is answered, take the opposite view 
to that tiken by the student con- 
cerned, and be doggedly dogmatic 
about it Never allow anybody to 
tell you anything. You are always 
right and the student 'Is always 
wrong.' How can it be otherwise? 

VII. Never bother to bring your 
course up to date. That is a pitfall 
In the profession of teaching which 
very few practitioners are shrewd 
enough to evade. Stick -to the old 
reliable methods, as you were 
teught them when you were in 
knee-pants. Keeping up with the 
times may result In your not being 
able to keep up with them as much 
as you should, and it may tium out 
that . your studente know more 
about recent progress in your line 
than you do yourself. Then, no such 
nonsense as fresh thoughtl After all 
your task Is to fpmish the rockbed 
of. development in your field not 
supply the pretty pink ribbons. 

VIII. Invite your student to tea, 
chiefly for the purpose of showing 
that you are a sociable fellow at 
heart. Only invite twice as ntuny 
as your house can hold, so that 
everyone finds .htoadf^walktog 'on 
everyone el«MRSIindariy you.i 
Give each person a cup of tea 
(though he may want coffee) and 
expect him to balance it on his 
knee while holding on for dear life 
to shaky triions and pyramids of 
crumpets, biscuits, candy. And, oh 
yes, never let a hint drop as to the 
whereabout* of a certain room 
whldi you and I know. 

You can rely on the above prin- 
ciples to make your course the most 
abominably tough one In the whole 
university. Naturally, I do not pre- 
,tend to have listed all possible 
means of making your students un- 
happy and miserable, but I am sure 
that you will -have no difficulty in 
thinking up others, sincerely, .

Dear Sir: May I use your coluirm 
In order to make one or two obser- 
vations in connection with Ross 
Pratt's recital on Tuesday at R.V.C.7 
First I wish to ' congratulate the 
Women's Union on their great suc- 
cess in organlzfaig such an enthus- 
iastic and discriminating audience 
as greeted Mr. Pratt, and even more 
on their enterprise In filling a gap 
in the University program. Other 
great universities have regular con- 
cert series during the year, and we 
have not. The responsibility is that 
of the University, which should act 
as a co'ordlnatliig agent In using a 
portion of student fee* as a concert 
budget. There are some 2,500 stu- 
dents resident at McGllI, not count- 
ing those at MacDonald College. If 
50 cents were deducted from each 
student's fees (only SO cental) the 
sum of ^1,250 would be available for 
this work. $1,290 would secure the 
services of 6 or 8 great artists of 
high musical emtneiice and also 
cover any auxlllarj- expenses. Stu- 
dents would receive 6 or 8 concert 
tickets for SO cents, and the general 
public could be encouraged to buy 
tickets for th« concerte at s profit 
to the university. 'Music , can do 
more than feed the better urges in 
mankind; it can even show a profit 
when it Is connected with an insti- 
tution. 

The conclusions one can draw 
from such a simple scheme and the 
comments that one formulates when 
contemplating the absence of musi- 
cal recognition by the university 
are so obvious that they can remain 
unsaid. 

Failing any action on the~univer- 
sity's'part I suggest that the Wo' 

men's Union, the Students' Cour.cll, 
and individual campus organizations 
(e.g. the Arts Undergraduate So 
dety) collaborate on a series. There 
Is ample time for one or two more 
concert* this year. The Women's 
Union has pointed the way and in 
dicated certain responsibilities. '. 
hope their gesture Is heeded.

years of age. At its meeting last 
Wednesday the Senate adopted 
these Regulations as ° University 
Regulations and extended their ap- 
plication to men under 20 and to 
men over 24." 

"In other words the- University's 
action puts all men taking military 
training on the same footing with 
regard to exemption from camp." 

The memorandum concluded that 
"Further details concerning the new 
regulations and the method of ap- 
plying for exemption will be an- 
nounced in the near future." 

The military orders Issued, in Ot- 
tawa stated: "No responsibility wiU 
be assumed or undertaken by com- 
manding officers for securing em- 
ployment for the students concern- 
ed."

A TURKEY'S DIARY 

Sunday, 6th Oct, 1940 

1 was up long before daybreak 
this morning, despite my carousing 
last night It was a beautiful, bright 
morning, so I walked towards the 
cemetery where there is much spear 
grass. On my way back I saw Mr. 
and Mrs. Gobbler coming frpm early 
mass. Mrs. Gobbler, looking charm- 
ing as usual, gobbled a pleasant 
good morning to me, and I was 
tempted to walk along with them, 
but Mr. Gobbler pretended not to 
have seen me, swcUed out his feath- 
ers with pride, spread out his tall 
to shield Mrs. - Gobbler's delicate 
complexion from the sun, and strut- 
ted down the road with his head in 
the air. That fellow grows more 
pompous evèry day. 
Monday 7th. 

I was standing at the side of* the 
road this morning, watching the 
children dressed in clean clothes, 
going to school, and .was waiting 
especially for those two boys .who 
tease me every day, when I heard 
a call for grain In our yard. I hur 
rled and arrived Just in time to see 
master point out Gobbler to the 
fleet-footed boy who was with him. 
The next moment the crowd that 
had assembled for grain flew 
screamingly In different directions, 
as the boy pounced into it and 
snatched at gobbler, who, however, 
escaped minus a few feathers left 
in the boy's hand. Then l>egan the 
most thrilling race I have ever seen. 
I almost split with laughter at see- 
ing Gobbler chased from pillar to 
post until he was dog-tired, and it 
seemed as if his heart would burst 
if he did not stop running. Soon the 
boy captured him, and placed him 
panting? with fatigue In a big box 
in thé yard, obody seems to know 
the reason for Gobbler's isoiation, 
but who cares why, oo long as he 
is out of the way?

What a day this has beenl Some 
one tells me that there Is great 
honor in Gobbler's being set apart 
from the rest of lu. He will be sent 
next month to the Poultry Exhibi- 
tion at one of the big cities, where 
he will preen himself before the 
Judges and probably win a sliver 
cup for roaster. Why did it have to 
be Gobbler? How he will lord it 
over us on his return. I am the most 
miserable fellow in Turkeytown. 
Wednesday 9th. 

I hardly slept a wink last night 
I went over to the neighbor's yard 
today and whom did I see there but 
Mrs, Gobbler among a number of 
young hens, telling them, I suppose 
about Gobbler's preferment She 
did not see me, though I stood 
there for a long iime. admiring her. 
I thought for a moment I would 
wait and walk back with her, but 
guessing what would be the topic 
of her conversation, I returned 
alone. I wandered apart aimlessly 
the whole day, and managed to 
avoid meeting many turkeys. I re- 
tired early choosing (he best part 
for the night 
Thursday lOlh. 

Gobbler continues lo fare royally. 
I hate the sight of him puffed up 
with the feeling of his own import- 
ance. I would like nothing better 
than to scratch oiit his eyes. 
Friday llth., 

I tried three Umes today to begin 
a fight with Gobbler through the 
openings in the box, and three 
times was interrupted. First it was 
master, who coming with drink for 
GobbIer,klcked me out of the way. 
The second time the house dog be- 
gan barking furiously, and— the 
devil take himi— when I would not 
leave off, bit me on the neck. The 
third time Mrs. (jobbler herself 
came and begged me to stop. I 
have always found it ditfieiilt to re 
fuse that lady anything. 
Saturday lib. 

I saw him today with my own 
eyes. Even now I shudder to think 
of him; the big, fat monster with 
the white apron whom Mother often 
threatened to call for us ^hen as 
cblckmii we would not be good and 
nestle^ under her wings, I used to 
believe in him then, but never saw 
his axe in my dreams. As I grew in 
to a turkey cock, I dismissed him 
from my mind as a creature of old 
hens* Imaginations; but he came tO' 
day and took poor Gobbler, scream' 
ing and flapping his wings, out of 
the box and away with him, but not 
to the exhibition. Poor Mrs. Gob 
bier was beside herself with grief, 
when the tiews was gently broken 
to her. by the oldest hen In the yard, 
butAet^'tears were imconvincing as 
lJ^*wings-on with young Sport 
these past days, while Gobbler was 
in the box was the talk of the town. 
I called on her this tiftemooa to ex- 
press my - sympathy.
